YOUTH DEVELOPMENT OVERVIEW 


Now in its fourth year, the New England Revolution's youth devel¬ 
opment program immerses its player pool in a competitive, professional 
and challenging soccer environment. Not only is focus placed on develop¬ 
ing players' technical and on-field skills, but the staff has also created a 
training system that places emphasis on maintaining educational excel¬ 
lence, players’ personal development, and overall health and wellness to 
help develop whole and well-rounded players. 

The Revolution fields Under-18 and Under-16 teams which 
compete in the Northeast Division of the prestigious U.S. Soccer 
Development Academy - which includes the top youth programs from 
around the country, as well as 15 other MLS clubs' youth development 
teams - and the annual Generation adidas U17 Cup for all of MLS' youth 
development programs. 

In an effort to afford the region's players the opportunity to 
train and compete at an elite level, the Revolution's youth development 
program is fully-funded by the club. Qualified and talented players are 
accepted on the teams without regard to their financial situation. All player 
needs and expenses related to soccer activities - training, facilities, equip¬ 
ment, uniforms, travel associated with competitions - are provided by the 
Revolution. 

The Revolution's youth technical staff, under the direction of Gen¬ 
eral Manager Michael Burns, oversees all instruction and development 
of the teams' players. Bryan Scales, Director of Youth Development, runs 
the program with the assistance of his coaching staff. 

The club’s pool of players is encouraged, trained, and expected 
to exhibit a possession-oriented, dynamic style of attacking soccer. This 
style of play gives players the best possible opportunity to continue their 
careers at both the collegiate and professional levels. 


STRUCTURE 

Starting with the Revolution's locally-focused, commercial training 
programs, and on up through the youth teams, and ultimately to the 
professional component (the first team and reserve team) the Revolution 
is focused on developing young soccer players - both on and off the field 
-through a professional, challenging training environment and meaning¬ 
ful matches. Revolution youth players are identified through a variety of 
means, including through recommendations and referrals, scouting and 
even through the Revolution Academy training programs. 

With the reemergence of the MLS Reserve League in 2011, 
youth players are able to play alongside first-team players in reserve 
matches, gaining valuable experience at the highest levels without 
jeopardizing their college eligibility. As many as five youth players can be 
called up to the reserve team for each game. 

Under Major League's Soccer’s Homegrown Player initiative, 
league clubs are able to sign stand-out youth players to the first team 
without them being exposed to other clubs in the annual SuperDraft. In 
November 2010, Diego Fagundez became the team’s first-ever Home¬ 
grown signing. 

AMONG NATION’S BEST 

Following the completion of the U.S. Soccer Development Academy's 
2010-11 season, the Revolution received a 3.5-star rating for its end- 
of-year U.S. Soccer evaluation. Of the 78 clubs in the Development 
Academy, the Revolution was among only seven programs to receive a 
3.5 mark - with only one club having scored higher at 4.0. 

Clubs are annually graded on a five-star system in comparison to 
the top international developmental environments around the world. The 
evaluation criteria consist of seven key components: player development, 
style of play, training environment, administration, facilities, funding and 
respect. Tactical components are based on the U.S. Soccer Curriculum.

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U.S. SOCCER DEVELOPMENT ACADEMY 


DEVELOPING THE NEXT GENERATION 

The U.S. Soccer Development Academy program is 
driven by the game and its players, coaches and refer¬ 
ees. This game-centric approach allows for long-term 
development to occur through a deep understanding 
of what makes players successful around the world. As 
the sport of soccer grows in the United States, young 
players in our country need the proper environment 
to compete against the world’s elite. The U.S. Soccer 
Development Academy program provides the optimum 
developmental environment for the nation's top youth 
soccer players, coaches and referees by emphasizing 
development through quality training and limited, 
meaningful competition. 


MEANINGFUL TRAINING 

Academy teams spend a greater amount of time focused on training to 
improve as individuals and as a team. The teams and players receive 
direct feedback and evaluations from national team staff and ProZone 
video analysis. To round out the complete training environment, Academy 
teams are tested in their physical capabilities using the SPARQ testing 
methodology and their hydration levels by Gatorade. They also receive 
a SPARQ training curriculum for soccer-specific fitness training and 
nutrition and hydration recommendations from Gatorade's Sports Science 
Institute. Each athlete then gains a greater understanding of how they 
compare physically against their peers and what they need to do to 
achieve their optimal performance levels. 

COMPETITIVE ENVIRONMENT 

The Academy program features teams from the top youth clubs from 
around the country. Each Academy team plays approximately 30 regular- 
season games to ensure all games are meaningful. Games are also 
played according to FIFA's Laws of the Game and officiated by a pool of 
the nation's top young referees in order to prepare players for the next 
level of competition. U.S. Soccer national team scouts regularly attend 
Academy games, so players are evaluated over the course of the season 
and in their natural positions allowing for better player assessment. 

EARLY SUCCESS 

As the program enters its fifth year, it has already dramatically impacted 
the player development process in the United States. Since inception, 
more than 300 players from Academy clubs have been included in U.S. 



Youth National Teams, and 17 were a part of the 
U.S. rosters for the 2009 FIFA U-17 and U-20 
World Cups. Several Academy players have at¬ 
tracted interest and signed with professional clubs 
both domestically and abroad. Virtually all college 
programs use the Academy program as a scouting 
vehicle and the program has received increased 
attention from professional scouts representing do¬ 
mestic and international clubs.

COMPETITION FORMAT 

Age Groups 

• U-15/16 = Born on or after Jan. 1,1995 

• U-17/18 = Born on or after Jan. 1,1993 

• Players are eligible to be rostered in the older age group 

Games 

• U-15/16 = Two (2) forty (40) minute halves, 10-minute halftime 

• U-17/18 = Two (2) forty-five (45) minute halves, 15-minute 
halftime 

• Official time is kept by the referee 

• All games played with the approved Nike game ball 

• Gatorade field setup required for all games 

Game Day Rosters 

• Maximum of 18 players may be selected 

• Players may be rostered with both age groups but may only 
appear in one game per day 

Substitutions

GENERATION ADIDAS U-17 CUP 


Every season, Major League Soccer hosts an annual youth development tournament for age-eligible players in its league clubs: the Generation adidas 
U17 Cup. The 2011 tournament, held at Pizza Hut Park in Frisco, Texas, from July 25-31, featured squads from 16 MLS teams. 

The Generation adidas Cup showcases the talent in the U17 development squads, and has been a launching platform of sorts for current MLS players 
Tristan Bowen (Chivas USA), Diego Fagundez (New England Revolution), Andy Najar (D.C. United), Bill Hamid (D.C.), Juan Agudelo (New York) and 
Bryan Leyva (FC Dallas). Each team plays a total of five games against other MLS youth teams during the event - three group games, followed by two 
games determined by previous results.

Bryan Scales is currently in his third season with the New 
England Revolution, and enters the 2012 season in his second year 
as Director of Youth Development after being promoted in November 
2010. In addition to directing the team's youth development program, 
Scales also serves as the head coach of the Under-16 squad, which has 
advanced to the playoffs of the prestigious U.S. Soccer Development 
Academy each of the last two seasons. 

Scales oversees the entire youth development program, including 
day-to-day management of both the Revolution's Under-18 and Under-16 
teams, which are now in their fourth season playing in the U.S. Soccer 
Development Academy. He also works directly with the Revolution's tech¬ 
nical staff to create and implement the youth teams' coaching curriculum 
and training systems. 

At the conclusion of the 2010-11 season - Scales' first as the 
program's director - U.S. Soccer rated the Revolution's youth develop¬ 
ment program among the top eight programs in the country as the club 
received a 3.5-star (out of five stars) rating in its end-of-year evaluation. 
Of the 78 clubs in the Development Academy, the Revolution was among 
only seven programs to receive a 3.5 mark - with only one club having 
scored higher at 4.0. 

In 2010, Scales earned Eastern Conference coach of the year 
honors from U.S. Soccer after leading the U16 squad to the Northeast 
Division title and its first-ever appearance in the U.S. Soccer Develop¬ 
ment Academy playoffs. 

Scales originally joined the Revolution's youth program in a 
part-time capacity as the head coach with the Under-16 program, but was 
promoted to Director of Youth Development in November 2010. 

He came to the Revolution from UMass-Lowell, where he was the 
school’s head men's soccer coach. He stepped down in October 2010 to 
accept the Revolution's Director of Youth Development position. 

A product of Medway, Mass., Scales arrived at UMass-Lowell 
from Cornell, where he spent 15 years: four years as an assistant coach 
(1994-98), followed by a successful 11-year run as head coach (1998- 
2008). In 2001, Scales was a finalist for national coach of the year honors 
after leading the Big Red to a No. 22 ranking in the polls and winning the 
New York region's coach of the year. 

Before moving to Cornell, Scales spent two years as an assistant 
at Harvard (1992-94) and one season as an assistant at Plattsburgh 
State (1991-92) after a stellar playing career at Hartwick College. 

Scales has also been an assistant coach with the U.S. Boys 
(Under-15) National Team. 

Scales holds Premier, Advanced National and National Diplomas 
from the NSCAA. 

A1991 graduate of Hartwick, Scales was a two-year starter in the 
midfield and defense and helped the Hawks to the 1987 and 1989 NCAA 
tournaments. A four-year letter winner, Scales received his bachelor’s 
degree in political science. 

Scales and his wife, Mindy, have three children: Aiden (11), Ciara 
(9) and Jack (7) and live in Nashua, N.H. 


Deven Apajee is in his seventh year with the Revolution. His 
current role sees him have active and varied positions in the club’s youth 
development program. In addition to his role as the assistant coach for 
the Under-18 squad, he also serves as Program Coordinator, where he 
handles all administrative matters for both the Under-18 and Under-16 
teams. 

In addition to his duties with the Revolution youth teams, Apajee 
is also the Director of the Revolution Academy, the team's commercial 
training program that runs throughout the year across New England. 
Under Apajee’s direction, the Revolution's commercial youth develop¬ 
ment program has expanded into a year-round training and development 
program in communities from Maine to Rhode Island, and now includes a 
residential summer program. 

An experienced youth coach and player development profes¬ 
sional, Apajee began his coaching experience with Leyton Orient FC in 
England as the club’s Football Development Officer. After coming to the 
United States, he worked with MLS Camps and then served as the Direc¬ 
tor of Youth Development for the Chicago Fire. At the youth level, Apajee 
is the Director of Coach Education & Player Development for Rhode 
Island's SuperLiga, the state's youth club league, and has coached at the 
Premier club level for many years. 

Apajee possesses an engaging style that commands young 
players' attention. A native of London, England, Apajee holds USSF “B” 
and UEFA“B” coaching licenses. 

He resides in Cranston, Rhode Island, with his wife, Dawn, and 
two children, Danny (15) and Jess (13). Danny is a member of the Revs’ 
Under-16 squad.

John Frederick is currently in his fourth season on the coaching 
staff of the New England Revolution's Youth Development Program, and 
in his second year as the head coach of the Under-18 team. 

Before heading up the U18 program, Frederick was the assistant 
coach for the U16s, and helped lead the Revs to the top of the Northeast 
Division and into the U.S. Soccer Development Academy playoffs in 
2009-10 - the team's first-ever playoff appearance. One year later, he 
was promoted to head coach of the Under-18s. 

Formerly an assistant coach for the College of the Holy Cross 
men's soccer team, Frederick holds his USSF “B” coaching license. He 
has also earned his NSCAA Premier Diploma. 

Frederick's previous coaching experience also includes time 
as an assistant coach with the Massachusetts Olympic Development 
Program Under-17 team, and head coach for Algonquin Regional High 
School. His Algonquin squads advanced to the state's title in 2004 and 
2005, and the championship game in 2006. His 2008 squad also went 
undefeated in the regular season. For his efforts, Frederick earned 2005 
Massachusetts Division I Coach of the Year honors. He also has prior 
coaching stints at Marlborough High School, and club coaching ties to the 
Tri-Valley Eagles and FC Puma. 

A1993 graduate of Vermont, Frederick and his wife, Amy, have 
three children: Leila (8), Tate (8) and Finn (3). They live in Hopkinton, 
Mass. 



J.P. PEREIRA 

ASST. COACH, UNDER-16S 


Jonathan “J.P.” Pereira is in his first season as an assistant 
coach with the New England Revolution's Under-16 team. Since joining 
the organization as an intern in the summer of 2011, Pereira has been 
a member of the Revolution Academy coaching staff for its summer and 
residential programs. In addition to his responsibilities as a Revolution 
Academy coach, he added responsibilities in the Youth Development 
Program as an assistant coach with the U 16s in the fall. 

Prior to joining the Revs' youth staff, Pereira had a four-year 
coaching stint with the Rhode Island Stingrays' summer camps and 
a one-season coaching stint with Under-14 boys and girls teams in 
Sudbury, Mass. He also spent two years as a summer fitness coach with 
LaSalle Academy in Providence, R.l. 

A 2011 graduate of the University of Rhode Island, Pereira holds 
a bachelor’s degree in kinesiology with a specialization in exercise sci¬ 
ence and health fitness. The Barrington, R.l. native played four seasons 
at URI, earning Atlantic 10 All-Rookie honors in 2007, and was one of just 
five players to start each of the Rams' 18 games in 2010. 

As a youth player, Pereira was a Region 1 selection and earned 
Rhode Island ODP player of the year honors in 2004 and 2005. Formerly 
a member of the Rhode Island Stingrays, he was also a Rhode Island 
all-state selection in 2005 and 2006. 


Gary Hall enters his second year as an assistant coach with the 
New England Revolution's Under-16 youth team. He is also the Program 
Development Manager for the Revolution Academy, the team’s com¬ 
mercial training and development program, where he is responsible for 
implementing for a variety of programs, including the Regional Develop¬ 
ment Schools and summer residential program. 

An experienced youth soccer coach, Hall began his career 
coaching for the Sunderland AFC Academy community programs. Hall 
moved to the U.S. in 2002 to coach for a U.S.-based British coaching 
company, and became a trainer for several youth soccer clubs and high 
schools in the southern New Hampshire area.
